The bombs had hardly stopped bursting 
over Pearl Harbor when verbal bombs be- 
gan to burst over the farm front. Phil 
Hanna, formerly of the Chicago Journal of 
Commerce and now of the Chicago Sun, 
said: 


“There is no longer any excuse for not 
putting our domestic house in order. That 
is one thing the U. S. A. can do. It means 
calling upon the farm bloc to give up de- 
mands for price guarantees (farmers prob- 
ably will not need them anyway).” 


But President Roosevelt, in that same 
week, said to the American Farm Bureau 
Federation: 


“Farmers must not only provide food for 
the United States; they must provide food 
for England and other nations resisting ag- 
gression, and reserves of food for the fu- 
ture. ... 1 am confident the farmers of this 
country will produce this food. I am equally 
confident that the nation will see to it that 
agriculture receives a fair return for its 
effort, and also the protection necessary to 
prevent a repetition of the collapse that fol- 
lowed the last World war.” 


Farmers ask for price support at 85 per 
cent of parity; are willing to accept price 
ceilings of 110 per cent. This is an offer 
that makes both munitions manufacturers 
and workers look like profiteers. But farm- 
ers may have to work hard to hold that 
position, even tho the president is on their 
side.

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A WARM MEAL AT LUNCH-TIME MAKES FOR 
HAPPY SCHOOL CHILDREN 


OU'VE seen many a square built 

schoolhouse, just about like the 
one at Lincoln school, which is lo- 
cated in a mining area in Appanoose 
county, Iowa. There is a pump in the 
yard to supply water, and a large ce- 
ment slab in front of the deor. 

As the door epens, you are wel- 
comed by the teacher, Mrs. Lula R. 
Tillmont, of Moravia. All of the 
twenty-eight boys and girls smile a 
welcome too, for, like all children, 
they like diversion, especially during 
the class period. 


Yes, it’s just a one-room school- 
house, where the first eight 
grades are taught, and you may 
be wondering how a school lunch 
program could be carried on in 
such limited space. 


But did you notice the two small 
rooms, one at either side of the en- 
trance, as you came in? 
cloak rooms. But coats and caps can 
hang behind a screen, on the other 
side of the wall, just as well, can't 
they? 

Each room, 4x10 feet in size, has a 
full-size window, providing light and 
air. One room has been turned into 
a compact, easy-to-work-in kitchen, 
from which hot lunches for the en- 
tire enrollment = and

day, when a cold lunch, carried from 


home, was eaten as quickly as pos 
sible, in order to get out to play. 
That part of the hour, spent socially 
now, is so pleasant there is no hurry 
to break it up. 

Beginning with the smaller chil- 
dren, they are in turn excused. After 





washing his hands at the sink in the 
wash room and drying them on a 
crinkly paper towel, each child re- 
turms to his seat. Then starts his 
rest period. He relaxes by laying his 
head on his arm, across his desk. 
This continues until all have had rest 
periods. 

Four of the larger girls pin white 
crepe paper frills across their heads 
to denote that they are serving. In 
the meantime, sheets of paper, which 
serve as place mats have been put on 
each desk. For special days, paper 
napkins are used, but at other times 
sheets of large catalogs do nicely. 
Tumblers are put at each place, with 
bottles of milk which the children 
have brought from home. 

The cook is busy serving the hot 
food onto the plates, which she pass- 
es to her helper. The helper places 
portions of the supplementary dish, 
salad or vegetables, and a sandwich 
on each plate. 

Then the four young waitresses, 
with white frills, carry these to the 
desks of the children. 


This is all done without confu- 
sion. Instead, there is a relaxed 
atmosphere that is good at meal 
time. Mrs. Tillmont acts as the 
hostess and the children start 
eating as soon as she has begun. 
This is a social time for them. 
They talk among themselves and 
with Mrs. Tillmont, and it is fun 
for all of them.

This last is made 
by adding cornmeal to white flour, 
yeast bread, and is a favorite with 
these children. 

Naturally, one two-burner oven 
would not hold many loaves of bread 
if baked in regulation loaf pans. So 
the tall three-pound cans in which 
supplies come are used to bake six 
to eight loaves daily, and at one time. 
These round loaves, with a light side 
crust cut without waste, are just the 
right size for sandwiches for hungry 
school children. 

Bread is put into the oven soon 
after the hot dishes are taken off the 
stove for serving, is baked and ready 
for next day’s lunch before the cooks 
leave at 2:30 p. m. 


Do you remember how you 
liked the smell of your mother’s 
kitchen when she was baking 
bread? These children are now 
storing up such happy memories 
at school. 


Muffins are used for change in the 
menu, and they may be plain, rice, 
oatmeal, graham or spiced Plain 
yeast rolls, wheat cereal rolls, bak- 
ing powder biscuits, both white and 
graham, are used too, An_ equally 
good variety is served in the main 
dishes, salads and desserts. 

To buy equipment and get started 
on the school lunch program, a small 
amount was taken from the school 
fund.

But they didn’t wait for all these 
things to get done—the children are 
enjoying nourishing lunches now! 

One year ago, eighty-two schools 
in Iowa were participating in the 
school lunch program. Now thers 
are three thousand. That means 
that 75,000 Iowa school children are 
benefiting by school lunches. 


This is a nutritional, health 
and educational program, intro- 
ducing new health habits. It is 
not, now, in any sense of the 
word, a relief program. 


A well-known educator has said: 
“A hungry child can not concen 
trate.” And diet deficiency is no re- 
pecter of persons! It has been dis 
covered in city and rural schools 
It is the fault of no one. It may re 
sult from the child’s notion that he 
dislikes certain foods. 

The child from the well-provided 
home may be affected by it, becauss 
he eats too many sweets, in propo! 
tion to the more hea!thful foods, nec- 
essary to maintain a balanced diet.
